in coming to a university a student is clamoured at on al 
sidefe to do this, that and the other. The professors, in welcoming 
addresses, express their side of the story, the campus leaders theirs 
tie is told that he shoidd be of such a way of thinking, or of such 
another, so that he is apt to be lost in a bewildering babel of advice 
good and bad, apt to stumble in a labyrinth of counsels wise and 
mièound. What is he to do in the midst of all such conflicting 
thotlghts? To \v)iat or to whom is he to look for guidance along 
the tangled paths of undergraduate life? Who are those best fitted 
to .direct his faltering steps whenever he stands hesitatingly at the 
cross-road ? Whom is he to trust and whorti fear? What is to be 
his criterion of judgment? 

The old proverb, "Actions speak louder than words," toge- 
ther with the different rendering of it given in epigramttiatic form 
by, Dr. Roberts at the University Service yesterday, "Men's opin- 
ions are what they talk about, their beliefs arc what they live by,' 
give the nldst com])rehensible and complete answers to the fore- 
^»ing questions. We arc to look to those that act and act wi.sely 
J^t to such as sit about and talk of deeds they would do; and we 
■a^è~ to; judge men by their acts and not Ijy thcjr cxpt:essions of. 
opinion or dogma. 

What great counsel is implied in these two pithy sentences 
They are a philosophy of life in themselves. They could be ex- 
pounded and expatiated upon world without end. They contain 
great truths for the knowledge-seeking university student. They 
cry out to him with loud voice: "Look to him for guidance who 
acts in the way of which you approve, no matter what profession he 
may make of his opinions; for these latter may. only , serve to cover 
with a rugged exterior a heart of gold, a soul of compassion, a man 
worthy to stand with kings. And leave to one side, avoid as though 
plague-infected, the man who in smiling smugness would seek to 
control your actions and lite with fair words, yet lives not as he 
.i..reaches. Like him who appreciates' not miisic his iififections are. 
s dark as Erebus.' " 

"By their fruits ye shall know them," says the gospel. Men 
..re to be judged by the standard of their works and earnest en- 
deavour alone, not by tlicir mouthed vai)ourings about 'high ideals 
and noble purpose. If a man has strong and good convictions and 
is not ashamed to stand by. them, challenging the worid, then fol- 
low him, for he will some da^ ^^e^hCi.man of the hour.

On SaturdiHy niglit, in tlic .Vow Med- 
ical iJuiUlimr, the first annual o-pcn 
iliecting of the -Vlpha Omega A IplKk hon- 
orary medical fraiernity wras jlètd,. the 
speech delivere<l by Professor Ewing of 
Cornell University, ou 'The Importance 
of Pat'holugioal .\naloiny." 

.'\t 9 o'eluek the as.scmbly hall was 
well liiicd b y;be members of the fra- 
ternity and many undergraduates and 
recent graduale.sV iu ijicdacinc, as well 
as a large number of.tliè university 
staff. The spe.-ikir vfis introduced in a 
very fitting manner by Professor Oer- 
tel, Director of the Dcpartnient of Pa- 
'thology in the .McGill Metlicaj faculty 
and 'Councillor of tJie A. O. A. 

Professor Ewing first outlined the 
various methods for investigating dis- 
ease processes m the human body, and 
dealt especially with Modern technical 
and laboratory methods, for which so 
much is claimed in the field of diagnosis, 

TJic speaker then showed,' thait while 
specialized \TOrk 'in physics, dicmistry, 
serologv-, rontgonology, etc., is useful 
and progres'.vive, yet it does by. no means 
replace gros.; and mkiroscopic Tialliolbgy, 
and in ijct too great reliance on mech- 
anical laboratory ■observations may lead 
to d'isaster. The professor 'here re- 
viewed se\H;ral experiences wJiich seem- 
ed to illd^c.^le thai the modern training 
of medical students may lcad>'to habits 
of reliaiKc on lab. findbTgs' "aV tbc ne- 
glect of observable clinical "facts, and 
dangerous or fatal results will natural- 
ly follow. 

While this is true of a knowledge of 
gross p;i,l,bol'ùgy it is even mnre cer- 
tain when applied to microscopic work, 
in which the àntelligcncê'âîid imagina- 
tion of a trained observer is brought to 
bear on the picture of cellular sftructurc. 

It should be romembcred by all med- 
ical men, and held as an axiom, tim at 
IJrescni the processes of life arc incap- 
able 01 CNplanatioii in terms of chemis- 
try and physics, aiid-tbc 'sa l'est road to 
successful diagnosis and treatnicn't is a 
tlirough knowledge of the morphological 
processes of disease, and the e.Menial cf- 
tcets of these processes which he lUay 
observe and use. 

The prolonged applau.se which mark- 
ed the closing of the address showed 
tbc keen apprecialimi nf the audience, 
and a 'hearty vote of thanks to Profes- 
.sor lùvin^- ua-^ moved by Dr. l-'inlcy, 
Dean of the 1-aculty, and ably seconded 
by Professor .'Xrms'lrong lif the depart- 
ment of Surgery. ' ' - 

The meeting then adjourned to the 
nuLseum. wlure a special display of 
specimens bad been set up, in recogni- 
tion of Professor Lwing's excellent 
work on behalf of .Medical Museum
